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THANKSGIVING 


It is well to pause, at times, and ponder the 
blessings which come to the nation and the in­ 
dividual in a year. 
The Pilgrims went through much of hardship, 
and disappointment as they experienced their 
l'irst year in the land now called America. 
They 
had left England in order that they might worship 
as their heart and conscience dictated. 
So, they established the first Thanksgiving 
day. 
We are approaching another Thanksgiving 
day, and President Roosevelt calls upon the coun­ 
try to give thanks on November 25 for “abundant 
harvests and the blessing of stable employment” 
to many people. 
In a Thanksgiving Day proclamation, he calls 
attention also to strife and war threats in many 
parts of the world while the United States enjoys 
peace and cherishes “no selfish designs against 
ether nations.” 
The text of the proclamation follows: 
“I, Franklin D. Roosevelt, President of the 
United States of America, hereby designate 
Thursday, the 25th day of November, 1937, 
as a day of national thanksgiving. 
“The custom of observing a day of public 
thanksgiving began in colonial times and has 
been given the sanction of national observ­ 
ance through many years. 
It is in keeping 
with all of our traditions that we, even as our 
fathers in olden days, give humble and hearty 
thanks for the bounty and goodness of divine 
providence. 
“The harvests of our fields have been 
abundant and many men and women have 
been given the blessing of stable employ­ 
ment. 
“A period unhappily marked in many 
parts of the world by strife avd threats of 
w ar finds our people enjoying the blessing of 
peace. 
We have no selfish designs against 
other nations. 
“We have been fortunate in devoting our 
energies and our resources to constructive 
purposes and useful works. We have sought 
to fulfill our obligation to use our national 
heritage by common effort for the common 
good. 
“Let us, therefore, on the day appointed 
forego our usual occupations and, in our ac­ 
customed places of worship, each in his own 
way, humbly acknowledge the mercy of God 
from whom comes every good and perfect 
gift. 
“In witness whereof, I have hereunto set 
my hand and caused the seal of the United 
States of America to be affixed. 
“Done at the city of Washington this ninth 
day of November, in the year of our Lord nine­ 
teen hundred and thirty-seven and of the in­ 
dependence of the United States of America 
the one hundred and sixty-second.” 


JOB FOR MR. BARTON 


(San Diego Sun) 
Bruce Barton, topnotch advertising man, has 
been elected to congress from a New York City 
district on a platform of repealing federal laws. 
That will be like trying to sweep back the At­ 
lantic’s waves with a whiskbroom. 
A modern 
congress passes laws and resolutions at the rate 
of about a thousand a year. 
More than 50,000 
pieces of legislation have been enacted in the 150 
years since congress started grinding them out. 
Even if Mr. Barton could persuade his fellow 
members to stop passing new laws, lie would 
have to stay in congress something like 500 years 
to get rid of those now' on the books at the rate 
of one repealed a day. 
But Mr. Barton, with his advertising genius 
for putting sales messages into plain, simple, in­ 
telligible words, might do another highly useful 
job in congress. He might sit in with the lawyers 
and bill-drafting experts and help them write 
some of the new law's in the American language. 
This country needs less legalistic jargon in its 
statute books, and more law's that ordinary people 
can understand. 


“SOME CROPS” 


In the face of immense crops the United 
States is carrying a tremendous relief load and 
an increasing welfare burden. 
In the old days 
when bumper crops were harvested we did not 
know relief except in individual cases. 
The United States this year will approximate 
the all-time peak of farm productivity, economists 
of the department of agriculture believe. 
None of the major crops established an all­ 
time record this year, but taken in the aggregate 
production wras estimated at only 6 per cent below 
the record year of 1920. 
Economists believe it 
may never again be equalled. 
Estimated cotton production of 17,573,000 
bales is the second largest on record and within 
400,000 bales of the peak crop of 1926. 
Produc­ 
tion of 249 pounds per acre wras by far the largest 
on record. 
Corn production, estimated at 2,561,000,000 
bushels, is one of the largest on record. The yield 
per acre approximates the all-time high. 
The 
wheat crop of 886,895,000 bushels is the seventh 
largest ever produced. 
Oats production wras 
about average. 
Bumper crops were produced in rye, rice, pea­ 
nuts, potatoes, sugar beets and other crops which, 
while relatively minor, add millions of dollars to 
farm income. 
The trend in agricultural production w'as rap­ 
idly upward until 1926 and was stationary from 
1926 to 1931. It w'as notably downward from 1931 
until this year. 
The decline is attributed by Dr. O. E. Baker, 
department economist, to drouth, low prices for 
farm products, reduced production under agri­ 
cultural adjustment programs, depletion of soil 
fertility and decline in rural wealth. 
This year’s extraordinary production is attrib­ 
uted to abnormally favorable weather, increased 
production per acre resulting from improved 
farming practices and high prices induced by low 
reserve stocks of most farm products. 
American agriculture is shifting from “mass 
production” methods to more intensive cultiva­ 
tion. 
Production per farm worker had declined 
from 1926 until 1937. Production is being more 
nearly adjusted to derqand than ever before. 
National farm legislation is expected to result 
in a more even production. 
Scarcities, which re­ 
sult in higher prices and are reflected in larger 
plantings the following year, will be eliminated, 
economists believe. 
A more constant level of production, adjusted 
to demand, with fluctuations caused only by 
weather condition, is expected. Thus, economists 
argue, whether this country can ever again expe­ 
rience the huge crops of this year. 


M ERRIAM ’S H A T IS IN 


Californians will not be astounded by Gov. 
Merrlam’s statement, made somewdiat informally 
as work w'as started on a unit of the Central Val­ 
ley project, that he will be a candidate for re­ 
election. 
Had he said he does not choose to run in 1938, 
it would have been the subject of lively specula­ 
tion. 
It is anticipated that Sunday’s casual pro­ 
nouncement will be followed shortly by a formal 
declaration of candidacy, pointing with justified 
pride to the condition of the State Treasury. 
While balancing the national budget has been 
a topic of fireside conversation with slow prog­ 
ress toward consummation, California’s fiscal sit­ 
uation has turned rosy. From a depression low 
of a $30,000,000 deficit, state income has exceeded 
state expenditures by very substantial 
figures. 
There is even the promise of a tax reduction. 
It is still seven months until the time when 
candidates for public office at next summer’s pri­ 
mary file with the county clerks. 
So far no one 
has announced his opposition to Gov. Merriam for 
the Republican nomination. 
Among the Democrats, liow'ever, it is a differ­ 
ent story. Some half dozen, including those with 
serious intentions, have declared their purpose of 
contesting for the Bourbon nomination. Specula­ 
tion covers another two dozen. This gives promise 
of a lively summer campaign. — Los Angeles 
Times. 


Congress is in session and the taxpayers are 
wondering w hat’s going to happen. 


Fort Peck dam on the Misouri river in Mon­ 
tana, is generally conceded to be the largest con­ 
struction project ever undertaken by man—larg­ 
er even than the great pyramid of the Egyptian 
pharaoh, Cheops. The $200,000,000 of public 
funds to be spent on it will ultimately result in a 
vast pile of dirt, ranging as high as 242 feet over 
the river bed and extending across several miles 
of Montana prairie land. Behind this monumental 
upheaval will be created the “largest duck pond 
in the world.” 


“ HERE’S TO ADAM” 


Certain people in Columbia, South Carolina 
are becoming devout, sacrilegious or facetious. 
Figure it out for yourself. 
A news item from Columbia says: 
“And now—a monument to Adam. A decade 
ago Paragrapher Robert Quillen erected a mem­ 
orial to Eve at Fountain Inn, up-State. 
Julius 
Walker, Columbia real estate man, decided to 
honor Adam. 
The result is a monument in the 
form of a white column topped by a concrete 
apple, from which two bites have been taken, 
and a serpent. 
At the unveiling on Walker’s 
country place here guests joined in singing, “Yield 
Not to Temptation.” 


TRIAL MARRIAGES 


Trial marriages are quite the fashion in Los 
Angeles. 
A condition now' exists that amounts to trial 
marriage, Director Paul Popenoe of the Institute 
of Family Relations deduced recently from license 
and divorce statistics. 
“Trial marriage, long discussed as a theory, 
is actually here in practice,” he said. 
Dr. Popenoe cited the fact that 23,68^. mar­ 
riage licenses were issued and 12,680 tffóoree 
suits filed during the past fiscal year in Los Ange­ 
les County. 
The ratio, he said, has been about 
the same for 10 years or more. Suits for annul­ 
ment or legal separation, of which there are hun­ 
dreds annually, are not counted. 
“If every adult married, divorced and then 
re-married once,” Dr. Popenoe asserted, “the 
ratio of marriage licenses to divorce suits would 
be two to one. 
“This is the ratio actually found here—but 
of course not every married person divorces and 
re-marries. 
Hence, a minority must re-marry a 
number of times, thus supplementing trial m ar­ 
riage by serial polygamy.” 
Reasons for the high divorce rate are com­ 
plex; but childlessness, said Dr. Popenoe, is con­ 
sidered one very important factor. 
“California has the lowest birth rate of any 
state in the union,” he said. “Dr. Alfred Cahen, 
of Columbia university has shown that 71 per cent 
of all childless couples in the United States end in 
divorce court.” 
The Family Relations Institute has found that 
the majority of divorced persons never remarry. 
Dr. Popenoe pointed out that the last Federal 
census ranked Los Angeles sixtieth among the 68 
largest cities in the proportion of population mar­ 
ried and fourth in percentage of population di­ 
vorced, being exceeded in this respect only by 
Portland, San Francisco and Seattle. 
“If the public,” he said, “is satisfied with the 
present haphazard, infantile, indifferent experi­ 
mental attitude tow'ard marriage, it will continue 
to depend on the movies, the wood-pulps and the 
radio crooners to educate its young people. 
If 
not, it will demand that home, school, church and 
state take the matter much more seriously than 
at present.” 


NO FOOD FOR SITTERS? 


No work, no food, for the physically competent 
seems to be the old-fashioned idea of Lieutenant- 
Governor George Hatfield of California. 
Americans enjoy abundance under their eco­ 
nomic system and their form of government to 
an extent never attained by mankind elsewhere 
and should be wary of those who propose to 
change the American order, Lieut-.Gov. George 
J. Hatfield told the women’s civic center at San 
Diego. 
Speaking in commemoration of the one hun­ 
dred fiftieth anniversary of the signing of the 
United States Constitution in Philadelphia, Hat­ 
field warned that “We the people of the United 
States, the parties to the constitution,” must de­ 
ermine whether the nation “shall continue to be 
a ‘rising sun’ or shall now become a ‘setting sun’.” 
Apparently hitting at policies of the Roosevelt 
New Deal, he posed the question of what would 
have happened to the United States had the Con­ 
stitution’s framers “endeavored to set up a gov­

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Rules For Mailing of 
Christmas Packages 
With the Christmas holidays ap­ 
proaching when all over the world 
the postal services are put to their 
greatest strain, the editor secured 
from Postmaster It. M. Gorham the In­ 
formation below for Christinas mail­ 
ers:The postoflice will be open from 8 
a. m. to 6 p. m. (he two Saturdays be­ 
fore Christmas. Thereafter the office 
will close at 1 p. m. as heretofore (De­ 
cember 11 and December 18.) 
Departure 
East—5:10 p. m.; 8:10 p. m. and 12 
noon. 
West—5:10 p. m. and 8:10 p. m. 
All parcel post at S:10 p. m. 
A r r iv a l 
East—7:00 a. m. and 12:45 p. m. 
West—7:00 a. m.; 12:10 p. m. and 
12:15 p. m. 
Parcel post only at 12:10 p. m. 
First class. — Letters and written 
and sealed matter, 3 cents for each 
ounce, except when addressed for lo­ 
cal delivery; local letters, 1 cent an 
ounce. Government postal cards, 1 
cent each; private mailing or post 
cards, including greeting cards in this 
form, 1 cent each. 
Air mail.—Six cents for each ounce 
or fraction thereof, anywhere in the 
United States, Including Alaska, and 
also to Hawaii when sent by steam- 
ehip across the Pacific Ocean. The 
air-mail rate to Hawaii, Guam, and the 
.Philippine Islands over the trans-Pa- 
eific air mail service is 20 cents to 
Hawaii, 40 cents to Guam, and 50 
cents to the Philippine Islands for 
each half ounce or fraction of a half 
ounce. The air-mail rate between 
Puerto Rico, Virgin Islands of the 
United States, or the United States 
Naval Station, Guantanamo Bay, 
Cuba, and the United States is 10 
cents for each half ounce or fraction 
of a half ounce, and between the 
United States, Puerto Rico, Virgin Is­ 
lands of the United States, or the 
United States Naval Station. Guanta­ 
namo Bay, Cuba, and the Canal Zone 
it is 20 cents for each half ounce or 
fraction of a half ounce.

Demand for Buick cars during Oc­ 
tober was such that a shortage exist­ 
ed in some models necessitating an 
upward revision of production sched­ 
ules at the factory for November, it 
was disclosed at Chicago by W. F. 
Hufstader, general sales manager. 
With other automobile officials, Mr. 
Hufstader is in Chicago attending the 
automobile show now in progress 
at the International Amphitheatre. 
Buick's sales for the month, he said, 
were 18,009 units, parelleling the best 
month of this year, and an increase 
of 7,8>8 cars, or approximately 77 per 
cent over the corresponding month a 
year ago. In October last year, 10,181 
Buick cars were delivered at retail 
In the United States. 
Indicative of a sustained demand, 
the executive said, is that deliveries 
during the last ten days of October 
reached 7,439 units, with unfilled re­ 
tail orders mounting. This compared 
with 6,067 in the last ten days of Oc­ 
tober, 1936. 
Used car sales for the ten-day pe­ 
riod were 10.476, he said.

Take one phase of the subject — 
highway grade crossings. In the first 
seven months of 1937 there were 2433 
such accidents, with 998 fatalities— 
both totals higher than for the same 
period of 1936. Another factor caus­ 
ing safety engineers serious concern 
is the possibility that legislation may 
be enacted by the present session of 
Congress limiting the length of freight 
trains to 70 cars. And the more trains 
the more accidents, a conclusion in 
which a Federal court in Nevada con­ 
curs in this language: “The frequency 
of train and train service accidents is 
directly related to the number of train 
units operated and when more train 
units are run than are necessary to 
handle a given amount of traffic the 
hazard of accidents in handling such 1 
traffic is correspondingly increased.” 
The building of a million trailers 
has some redeeming features. It will 
add to employment. But unneces­ 
sary duplication of train service will 
make business only for doctors and 
undertakers. That’s a phase of busi­ 
ness “recovery" we can afford to skip! 
—California Progress Review.

Unlike other jungles, which swift­ 
ly reclaim man's every foray, this 
botanical masterpiece requires con­ 
stant care to prevent a relapse. 
Any old kind of water, for instance, 
does not suit the highly discriminat­ 
ing thirst of woodwardian ferns, pan­ 
doradas, aurelias or robilines. Specif­ 
ically, the water of Palm Canyon 
creek affects such plants with the 
vegetable equivalent of acute nausea. 
This little stream arises In sulphur 
springs, and in its 
winding 
path 


fragile, tender plants transplanted by 
the movie men and made necessary 
extensive replanting. 
Paramount’s own vast nursery and 
others throughout the area surround­ 
ing the film capital were virtually 
stripped of several varieties of plants 
when the jungle .was manufactured, 
and replacements of some species 
have had to he ordered from San Di­ 
ego and San Francisco nurseries. 
Jean Ceder, the man who manufac­ 
tured the jungle, coi^dn't remember 
today just how many species of plants 
and trees had gone into this handi­ 
work, hut gave this partial list:

son,” said Earie Love after he had 
taken the picture. 
• 
Away back in 
19IS, before any 
bridge had been built across San 
Francisco Bay, Mr. Strauss conceived 
the idea of spanning the Golden Gate. ¡ 
He planted a single span of 4,000 feet 
at first. The longest span before the 
Golden Gate bridge was built was 
1S00 feet. But he would build two 
piers on either shore so high that the 
bridge hanging to the cables between 
them would clear the highest floating 
things man might wish to sail be­ 
neath It. He would weave cables so 
strong that they would support any 
weight or stress. 
Then he had to convince others 
that tlie bridge was feasible and that 
it could he financed. To do this he 
had to prepare complete plans and 
submit Ills estimates of cost. 
The 
marvelous thing Is, that four years 
before the bridge was started he es­ 
timated the cost at 127,165,000, and 
in the face of rising costs of materials 
and labor during the four years that 
the bridge was under construction. lie 
stuck by his figures. When the 
bridge was completed 
the 
figures 
showed the bridge had cost $27,125,000. 
Mr. Strauss did another thing prac­ 
tically unheard of in engineering. He 
guaranteed his estimates, and his or­ 
ganization stood back of him. 
In order to finance the bridge, a 
district had to be formed, taking in 
all the coast area from San Francisco 
to the Oregon line. The growth and 
prosperity of the San Francisco 
peninsula and the cities and counties 
to the north depended to some degree 
upon rapid and economical transpor­ 
tation between the great seaport and 
the resort, agricultural and industrial 
areas on the north. The Golden Gate 
bridge was to he the solution. 
After he had been at work for some 
time on his plans for the bridge, four 
other bridges were built across San 
Francisco Bay, but none compared 
with the Golden Gate bridge in magni­ 
tude or beauty. Actual construction 
was not started on this bridge until 
1933, and it was completed four years 
later. 
Opposition arose from a multitude 
of sources. Both ends of the bridge 
were to he on military reservations, 
and the government had to be reckon­ 
ed with. Mr. Strauss' corporation 
had to rebuild most of the Presidio in 
order to satisfy the government, so 
that the bridge would not interfere 
with the government's operations. 
Women's clubs throughout the state, 
residents in the vicinity, and other 
groups raised protests to prevent con­ 
struction, because, they said, it would 
spoil the beauty of the Golden Gate. 
Now they unanimously admit it lias 
enhanced the beauty. 
That his safety measures have prov­ 
en correct and had saved 19 lives 
were the most gratifying things to Mr. 
Strauss. He asked for a huge net. 
costing $100,000, to be stretched be 
neath the bridge while it was under

measures its life span in hun­ 
dreds of thousands of years, will 
outlive the village nestling in 
the protection of the 
mighty 
bulk. 


Last W ednesday m orning moving 
objects appeared on the desert and 
in time became distinguishable 
as 
horseback riders jogged along. 
The 
Desert Riders wdre holding 
their 
first breakfast ride o f the season in 
Smoke T ree Forest. 
H orseback rid­ 
ers seemed to be an harm onious part 
of desert life as they move along in 
the distance one 
always 
wonders 
who they are and as they approach 
they are identified long before their 
faces are recognizable, for each rides 
in a characteristic manner. 
Some­ 
times I w onder w hat the 
horses 
think about it all, but that is beside 
the point. 
The desert season open­ 
ing seems to have been completed 
when the cavalcade of the Desert 
Riders' moves across the desert 
to 
their early morning outdoor break­ 
fasts. 


It was in the fall of the year, 
somewhat earlier than this, that 
the old 
Indans 
invaded 
the 
pinon pine forests to gather 
a 
harvest of pine nuts to be used 
for food. 
T he favorite locality 
in this vicinity was Pinon Flat 
which is on the edge of the San 
Jacinto and Santa Rosa M oun­ 
tains where there is an extensive 
forest of pinon pines. 
P art of 
Pinon Flat is now- occupied by a 
colony of summer cabins 
and 
there is also a Forest 
Service 
camp ground. 
Pinon nuts are 
gathered by the casual visitor 
who wanders about under the 
trees picking up the stray nuts 
that have fallen. 


T he Indians w ent about gathering 
nuts in a systematic and business-like 
m anner for it was a harvest 
that 
formed a vital part of their w inter 


food supply. They would knock the 
cones from the trees, roast them in 
front of a fire, the heat causing the 
cones to open and the nuts to drop 
out. 
In some sections the nuts still 
form an important part of the In ­ 
dian food stocks; the nuts are stored 
for their personal consumption 
or 
sometimes sold, forming a source of 
monetary income. 


If you happen to be a visitor 
to Pinon Flat during the right 
time of the year and are not in­ 
clined to work or become cov­ 
ered wi'-h resin from the cones, 
just sit around until 
a 
wind 
arises which w ill cause some of 
the cones to fall and as they hit 
the ground the nuts will show­ 
er in all directions. 
Then it is 
just a matter of picking up the 
nuts. 
You will soon discover 
by the color which nuts 
are 
solid 
and 
which 
are 
empty 
shells. 
It takes little time 
to 
gather a quart or so and if one 
is diligent a substantial amount 
may be had. 


A t Pinon Flat 
I 
met Captain 
Charles Bryan, who was a C hief of 
Scouts during the Indian wars in the 
M ontana country. 
C aptain Bryan is 
in his eighties. 
He is an interesting 
talker and 1 listened for hours to his 
stories of the Indian wars in which 
he took an active part. 
D uring one 
of the battles he was struck w ith a 
tom ahawk and now bears a memento 
in the form of a large lump on the 
side of his head. 
A nother time he 
found himself in the embarrassing 
position of having his foot pinned 
to the ground by an arrow. 
A fter 
relating the fact he smiled and said, 
“Oh! I just leaned over, broke the 
arrow shaft, pulled my foot up and 
w ent on.’’
